Mr. Bird was 26 years of age ani 
first spent a year in the city, three 
years ago when he was on the 
teaching staff of Hardieville School. 
Later, he moved to

had intended to complete his course 
in a few years. 

Mr. Bird was one of thest rongest 
teachers on the Collegiate staff, a 
very complimentary inspector’s re- 


ago. He was popular both with 
the student body snd other teachers, 
his fine character making him a 
general favorite. The young man 
was brilliant in teaching and pro- 


inised to go far in the practice of 
medicine. 

While resident at his Edmonton 
home, Mr. Wird was suddenly 


stricken with typhoid fever, being 
removed at onee to the hospital. 
He appeared to be making favorable 
progress when a sudden turn for the 
Worse was experienced, resulting in 
his demise last Wednesday evening. 
The funeral was held in Edmonton 
on Friday.—Lethbridge Herald.

Wit the Hudson Bay Railway in 
its final season of construction, and 
with improved passenger and freight 
service, exploration of mineral pro- 
perties to which the Bay line is trib- 
utary, has started on a really im- 
portant scale for the first time.

Proven Under Rigid Tests 


The high milling quality of Cana- 
dian wheat flour has recently been 
further proved by the Research De- 
partment of the Board of Grain Com- 


' missioners for Canada, as a result ot 


a series of exacting tests. These tests 
show that blending of from 20 to 50 
per cent. respectively of Canadian 
flours with weaker flours grown in 
other countries give bread varying 
from 11! to 43 per cent. more cubical 
content than the country’s domestic 
flour will produce. The largest loaf 
made during the tests was made from 
all Canadian flour. Samples of Rus- 
sidn, French, Australian, yerman, 
Danubian, Argentine and_ other 
wheats were used in the tests. Flour 
was milled from the samples obtained 
and loaves made from the flour and 
the results carefully noted.

Produces Better Eggs 


Experts Find Large Hen 
Excels In Production 

The larger the hen the better the 
eggs she lays and the more there are 
of them. Poultry experts of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
find that body weight has a very di- 
rect relation to egg production. A 
three pound hen will average 137.9 
eggs a year, weighing 23 ounces to 
the Dozen. With each 14 pound in- 
crease in weight there is an increase 
in the number of eggs layed and their 
weight per dozen-—a four and a half 
pound hen will lay an average of 
206.6 eggs a year weighing 24.5 
ounces to the dozen. This item should 
be of particular interest to farmers 
keeping poultry flocks.

250,000 tons at $4 a ton and be- 
comes effective sixty days from 
July 5.

Value of the preceding year's catch 
was placed at $3,504,583.
